If your beaſt have the flux of blood, ſome 
douſe ro take a quantiry of new Hogs dung y

a quart of good ſtrong Ale or beer, and fo 
give 1t the beaſt in the morning with a horn.” 
Another , Some take a quick Loch-fiſh and pur: 
it into his throat and make him to ſwallow it. 
Another ; Take alſo the herb called bloodworr, 
with the herb called ſhepherds-purſe, of eacha 
handful, and then chop them rogether ſmall , 
and fo mix them with a quart of milk of one 
coloured Cow, and ſtir them well together , 
with ſome leven of brown bread, then do you 
ſtrain it with the runfet of milk, and ſo give 
it to the beaſt milk-warm, firſt and laſt eight 
or nine dayes together. Another ; take three 
ounces of Facielia called in Latin Smilax, in 
Engliſh Kidney-bean, or long-bean ; rake thoſe 
which are red, and fix draras of pepper, with'a 
uantity of the ſeed of broom made in fine pow- 
r,, and ſo give him thereof twice ot thrice 
a day , in putting three ounces. of the ſaid 
powder into two quarts of milk. Another : 
tome do make the beaſt to ſwallow a live Frog, 
in cutting off one of his legs, and fo put it 
down his throat. Another; ſome others do 
take of new Hogs dung mixt with a quart of 
ſtrong Ale or beer, and fo give thereof tothe 
beaſt morning , at noon, and at night, the 
ſpace of three days together, often proved. 
Another: ſome take five or fix ſmall thin flices 
ef the leaneſt of Martlemas bcef, and let them 
be laid a while to ſoke in a quart of ſtrong ale 
or beer, and put thereto one handful of Hogs- 
dung, newly made, then ſtir it well together , 
and ſo make the beaſt to drink it eyeawng and

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morning , the ſpace of two or three dayes, and 
keep him ſtill in the houſe, uſe this, and it will 
help him; often proyed. Another, Take a. 
ood handful or more of knotgraſs, chop it 
mall , then bruiſe it a little, and mixit with 
a pint or more of good ale or beer. And if 
ye can, get the ſhell ſtones which are found on 
tilled lands (and are much like tothe ſcallop ſhgll ) 
which ye ſhall burn in the fire, and then make 
fine powder thereof : then put ſome of that 
powder unto _ foreſaid drink, and ſo give 
it to your beaſt : This hath been proved a good. 
remedy. Another : Make a poſſet of the milk 
of one coloured Cow, and give it unto yolir 
ſick beaſt luke-warm. Another: take a quan- 
tity of the fine powder of Bolearmoniacky and mix 
it with ale or beer, and give it to your beaſt 
with a horn. Another: take a quantity of 
powder of the roots of fallingale facy beat- 
en, and then mix it with a pint or more of 
ale , or beer, and fo give it. Another : alſo 
the roots of the wild Mallows, boyled in wine 
or ſtrong beer, and-given to the bealt, is good 
to ſtop the flux of blood. - And ſo areal! theſe 
before mentioned good againſt the bloody 
flux in Cattel, and being miniſtred in fit and con- 
yenient time, will take the more effeCt to ſtop the

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Againſt ſuperfluous fleſh growing on” the tongue 
ſome Cattel, which ss called of lms 
perſons the Barbs. 


oo ſuperfluous fleſh on the tongue of cattel 
will hinder the beaſt oftentimes in eating his 
meat , being call'd of ſome husbands the Barbs 
Teats, which do grow long like teats, nigh the 
root of histongue. Wherefore they do caſt him, + 
and take forth his tongue, and  chp them away 
with a pair of ſheers, or cut them with a ſharp 
knife : and ſome do burn them with a hot iron, 
which way is counted more painful unto the 
beaſt : Then they rub it with ſalt and garlick 
beaten together, till all the legm be clean gone , 
and then they waſh all his mouth with falt and 
Wine, or ſalt and vinegar, and withinan hour 
after, ye may give unto him ſome grals, or-green 
herbs, or the tender leaves of trees, ſo long till 
they be all whole. 

Alſo, if a beaſt have the barbs , which (as 
ſome fay ) will grow and hang like fleſh-pimples 
under his tongue , which mult be clipped off, 
and then rubbed and chafed with garlick and falr 
beaten together, as aforeſaid, and waſhand ryb 
his mouth gently with ſoft linnen dipped in warm 
Wine', and bath well thoſe ſores under his 
tongue, and then uſe him as aforeſaid, and . he 
ſhall do well. 

If the beaſt have neither barbs nor yet flux, 
and do not eat his meat well, it ſhall then be 
goot to beat garlick with Sallet-oyl, and ſquirt 
thereof a mornings into his noſtrils, if ye mix

the more deſurous to eat. |

F this rx xy begun * = beaſt, 
ye-ſhall rake but a Frog, and cut off his lefr 
leg, and fo put him aliye in the beaſts mouth, 
but-then you muſt have ready a handful of falt 
wixt with a pint of goog ſtrong ale, and ſo ſoon as 
ye can aſter the Frog give the beaſt tro drink,and 
make him to ſwallow all down together,lor this is 
counted very good and alſo well approved. But if

For an Oxeor Cow that (welleth through 
the abundance of blood. 


F an Oxeor Cow do ſometimes ſwell through 


abundance of blood, whereby it will ſwell in 
Fhcir tongue that it will ſtop their wind, and they 
' N l p L 4 {ſoon 
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ſoon periſh thereof, if there be not remedy with 
ſpeed. The remedy 1s; ye ſhall firſt chafe 
him a little up and down, and caſt him and take 
forth his and prick with an awle through 
the great and middle vein thereof under, and 
thereat let him bleed well, and he ſhall mend 
ſoon again : but look then thar the fign be not 
in the head, for then it is to ſtop; and ſome- 
times a beaſts tongue will ſwell ©- big that he - 
can hardly take his breath, and ye ſhall fee him 
ill and hold our his tongue , then if there be not 
ſpeedy remedy, he dyeth: which remedy is, 
ye muſt prick the vein under his tongue, as is 
beforementioned ; and then he ſhall do well. 


Ag ainft the venomed tongue of a beaft, and 
. alſo bis body. 


—_ tongue of an Oxe or Bullock ſome- 
times will be ſwoln or venomed by eating 
of ſome venomous graſs or ſuch like, and then 
he will commonly gape, and eat no meat, but 
ſtand holding down his head and mourn. © The 
remedy is , ye ſhall bruiſe a white Onyon, and 
mix it with a little good vinegar, then give ir 
him, and make him ro ſwallow it down : but 
firſt rub his mouth and tongue withall well 
and then pive-it him. Sodone ye ſhall paſh a 
whole Egg into his mouth ſhell} and all , and 
make him ſo to ſwallow itdown, and then he 
Will recover and do well again. 

Sometimes a beaſt will be ſwoln all his body, 
by eating ſome evil thing and venomous amon 
the grals, as the fie}d-ſpider, frogs, ſnails, 
Wu: FO ITS Og or 
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or cold- herbs, as Poppy, Dale, Hemlock, 
and ſuch which will make them ſwell, The 
remedies are : take the juyce of Plantane , with 
the juyce of wild carrets, by even proportion, 
and give the beaſt thereof with a little vineger, 
Alſo the jiyce of Mugwort mixt with ale or 
beer, and give it. Likewiſe the juyce of clevery, 
or gooſe graſs ſtampt and ſtrained, and given, 
is a ſpecial remedy againſt venome of the field 
ſpider, and other alſo. Again , the garden 
tanzy, ſtampt and ſtrained, and given with wine. 
Alſo the ſeeds of great Cowthiſtle dryed an 
made into powder, and given with wine; C 
the root thereof boyled in wine and given. Like 
wiſe the leayen of Anniſeeds boyled in water and 
giren. Again, the ſeed of rocket beaten and 

ven with ale : or a handful of betony leave 
itamped and ſtrained with ale or beer and given, 
Likewiſe doth garlick being ſtamped open 
with ale or Beer, and given with ale. Any© 
theſe are good alone to be given to the bealt, 
when he isſwoln by eating of any venomous 
thing : and if ye do take of ſome herbs two parts 
together, it will then be ſtronger and take more 
effet : but my counſel is this , | uſe them with 
diſcretion, eyen as ye- ſhall ſee cauſe.

Againſt coſtrveneſs in Cattel. 
Here is alſo another kind of ſwelling in Ox- 
en and | kine both: through coſtiveneſs , 
which is, when'they are ſo hard bound in their bo- 
dies through heat, that they cannot dung , 
which will cauſe them. to, ſwell, The remedy 
is, to chafe and drive him well up and down a 
good pace: if thenhe do not dung, ye muſt then 
anoint your hand with oyl or greaſe, then rake 
him and take forth his dung, Some do give him of 
the herb Mercury in drink, and fo doth well : yet 
others do but rake him and he doth well alſo. 


Againſt the worm in the beaſts tail, 
Here will breed in the tail of cattel a 
certain worm like to an eating Cank- 


cr, which will breed in the erd of his tail, _ 
| W! 
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will canſe the beaſt to'become lean , andoff 
liking, which place ye fhall feel to be ſomewhat 
ſoft : and a little above that place on the inſide of 
his tail, ye ſhall flit the skin-with & ſharp knife 
two inches long downright -' ſo done, then take 
a quantity of bruiſed Garlick and ſalt mixed 
ther, then binde it faſt to that place, and fe 
it ſo remain till it do fall away of it ſelf, and 
the beaſt ſhall recover, and be well again. 


For anOxe or Cow having the Fever. 


Xen and kine both, wil ſometimes have the 
fever, or Ague, which is gotten by ſome 

cold or other ſickneſs. The ſigns are, when his 
eyes wax hollow, and are dropping, his head 
lumpiſh and heavy,his mouth foaming and lather. 
ing, and _ long his breath with pain, and 
ſometimes he will ſigh. So when ye ſhall ſee ſuch 
tokens, ye may judge it to be the fever. The 
remedy is, ye ſhall then keep them a day and a 
night without meat or drink. Then on the next 
morning faſting, ye ſhall draw a little blood un- 
der his tail. "Then about one hour after ye ſhall 
give him thirty ſmall Trunchions of Coleworts 
tod in Saller oyl and falr-fiſh water, or brine,and 
make him to {wallow it; thus ye muſt uſe him for 
five mornings together faſting ; and ye ſhall caſt 
before him the tender branches of lentile peaſe 
or the tender crops of Olive-trees,or ſuch like,of 
ciſe the tender buds of the vine,andye muſt rub 
or clcanſe his lips; and thricea day ye meſt give 
him cold water for to drink, and ſo ye ſhall keep 
kim in tke Stall, till he be whole and — 
0 
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Alſo the. Fever is gotten of labouring Oxen 


by great travel in hor times, and when te harh 


that, ye ſhall ſee him hang down his head, his 
eyes will ivflame and bounſe, and his body will be 
hot, ontof all order, which ye ſhall feet by touch- 
ing his skin. Wherefore they uſe ro let tim blbod 
on the vein of his forehead; of on the vein of his 
car, and then rhey give him of green herbs, as 
Lettuce, andſuch other cold herbs, and they bath 
all his body with 'white wine, and ſo' they give 
him cold waterto drink, and fo he will amend. 


Againſt the Cough in Cattel. 


'Þp ſometimes will haye the cough by tak- 
& 4 ing of cold, or by great” travel, or by eat- 
ing of ſome evil thing: If the cough in an'Oxe 
be newly taken, he may be well and' ſoon re- 
medied thereof, by a drink made with water mixt 
with barly meal. Sometimes uſeto give un- 
to the beaſt of ' ſtitch-wort ſmally chops with 
hosked beans bruiſed alt together, and ſogiyen, 
They take alſo of lentile peaſe out of their husks' 
and then bruiſe them ſmall, and mix them with 
three pints of warm water,and-giveit with a horn. 
They heal alſo an old cough, with'two pound of 
hyſfop ſteeped in a quart"or two of water, with 
erght pounds of lentile peaſe ſmally beaten and. 
miixt together, and fo given unto the; beaſt with an 
horn. Another, take the juyce” thereof with 
{aller oyl, or the ſmall root thereof beaten with 
barly meal , and fo given, and make him ro ſwal- 
low it.

Others 
do all to ſmear them with their own dung, and 
then caſt aſhes thereon , which will fave them 
from- licking. And allo for the cleanſing and 
farming of them, they uſe morning and even- 
ing to ſhovel dowa their dung, and to ſee from 
rime to time that they be clean kept, for that 
is a furtherance to their fatting and liking. And 
as for the lirtering of them , they do not lit- 
ter at all, bur let them lie on fair dry planks, 
and. in their own dung. Yet fome are of this 
opinion , that to litter them ſomewhat under 
the forepart of their bodys, ſhall not be hurt. 
ful to them: and further, their keeper mult 
from time to time look unto them, and mark 
if they do eat and drink as they ſhould do; for 
ſometimes there will grow diſeaſes among them 
in their mouths, as the Barbs, and ſuch like, 
which will much hinder their fecding , and 10 
pair, if they be nor looked unto in time, aud 
have help. 

Some do uſe alſo to make holes behind therr, 
and ſet thercin earthen pots even to the ground, 
to keep their piſs in, and ſo cover them with 
ſmall boards or planks, with which pils they 


do uſe to waſh the bodies of thoſe Appletrecs

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which are given to'be worm-eaten , or canker 
earen, for they ſay that will ſave them. They 
alſo uſe ro calt the ſaid pils among their roots 
in the garden, for that will alſo kill or cavſe rhe 
worms to void , and fave the:roots from being 
earen. Thus much for the ordering.and fatting 
of the Oxenin the ſtall, 

You ſhall take roors of great Sedge, which

Some are broad, and fome will grow 
long and hang like a cluſter of grapes, or like a 
wen with kernels and knobs ſomewhat hard. lr 
is ſuppoſed they do- increaſe by wet and pore! 
ty, and ſome think it doth increaſe of ſome 
venomed. humour or by ſome prick or bruiſe, or 
ſoch like. It is not grievous to the beaſt bur 
unſeemly. The remedies are, they help the run- 
ning or broad Tetter, by ſearing it round about 
with a hot iron and then lay Tar thereon 
Some do lay Tar only thereon. And for the 
long Tetter , that hangeth down like a cluſter 
of -grapes, or' bunch, they do ſear it off with a 
hot iron, and then lay Tarr thereon, and fo it 
will go away. Alfo they fay that when the

many a theeviſh condition, being pickers, lyars, 
and ſtealers, atid runners about from place to 
place , with many other infinite evils. Which 
contrary was in the firſt ſhepheards of F 

and other in their time : for they werethe 
inventers of Aſtrology, and judgment in Stars, 
and finders out of Phyſick, angmenters of My- 
ſick, and. many other liberal Sciences. 

I cannot tell whether 1 ought £o+ joy the Art 
of Knight-hood , and the government of . 
doms, but by their long continuance in the fields 
and many years ſceing and viewing out of their 
cabbins, by experience obſerved the” courſe of the 
3tars, the diſpoſition of times, and by long vſe 
in marking the ordered times, and unſtedfaſt- 
neſs of days; in ſuch ſort continving , that the 
ancient ſhepheards became people of great know- 
ledge , as witneſleth Hreroglyphigaes : and there. _ 
fore all husbandmen ought to have a great care in 
chuſing of good ſhepheards.. 

Sheep (as well as other) ought to be the 
ficſt cattel tp be looked unto, 1f you mark the 
great profit that comes by them: for by theſe 
cattel we are chiefly defended from cold, in 
ſerving many ways in covering for our bodies. 
They do not only nouriſh the people of the 
Villages, bur are alſo for to ſerve the table with 
many ſorts of delicate and pleaſant meats. Ia 
ſome countries their milk. doth ſerye inſtead of

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 furmenty, of which are the people of Seythie , 
called Nomades and alſo the Greeks do name them 
"G atettopores.y. that, is. to ay drinkers of ' milk. 
Aud for as ; much as, theſe catrel are tender 
and; delicate ,.. as Celſws affirmeth, .. therefore 
.go0d heed, mult be taken unto then for ſickneſs, 
yer they are commonly in health, except at forge 
times they are ſubjeft ro murren, ſcab, or peſti- 
lence, in changing uf grounds : therefore they 
mult be choſen ggreeable rothe nature of the place 
where they ſhall remain, the which is a rule meet 
to be obſerved and kept not only in thoſe cat-

Now *'for to:ſave and: keep them ;: Ye ſhall 
underſtand, your ſheep-houſes ought to be made 
low like unto a hogs ſtye, and more in length 
than in breadrh, warm-for winter , and not 
ſtraight of roomy for fea of _— the lambs, 
paled and;bvorded on both ſides, and within the 
plate a deſcending for the urine and dung. 1t ſhallbe 
alſo good tobatly of Roſemary,or other ſweet and 
ſtrong herbs, for to"take away or kill the ſcent 
of their -urine or dung. - It ſhall be alſo good 
to make and. ſet the houſe open towards the Sun 
at noon; atid to: be well covered.; 'for theſg kind 
of cattel are tender, and cannot abide any great 
cold. 

Yet although they are houſed, they are often. 
times vexed with cold, as rheums, glanders , 

| S 
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coughs, and ch like, and ſo vexed with cold 
in Winter, as well as with heat inSummer : and 
afore or about their houſes e good to make 
a cloſe coat well and- high Tenced , fo that they 
may go forth of their houſes in ſafety to refreſh 
them. And their racks to be made two foot 
high from the earth, with rack-ſtaves ſet nigh 
together of a good length. And the Shepheard 
mult ſee that they be clean kept,. and to fee 
that. the racks do ſtand faſt for hurting any of 
them. 

They muſt alſo be kept that they have no 
water, or other moyſture, and that there be 
yo Fearn or dry ſtraw for thoſe which 

ve lambs, to reſt cleaner and ſofter, and to 
ſee that the Rams go not to the Ews, or the 
Lambs : ner go with any ſick Sheep or other 
beaſt : and 1t | is better to let the Lambs re 
main in the houſe, than:to go; with their Dams 
afield. And good to let your beſt paſture re- 
yain for your Ews, nigh your ſheep houſes. The 
ſhepheard. alfo ſhall often cleanſe: the Fodder- 
ing places of his ſheep, and reſeryc it to litter 
the Kine, and Horſes, and ſo to keep'their houſes 
clean, whereby their health may be the' better 
preſerved : and fo in any wiſe they- be not hurt 
' or annoyed with filthy moiſture!, for they: are 
tender and nice, and do love clean places. Ye 
muſt alſo fee that they have good ftore of meat; 
for” hunger in -them -breedeth the murren. AJ © 
ſnall ſtock well nouriſhed, © encreaſeth- much | 2! 
more profir unto their Maſter, than others with j 5 
twice ſo great a ſtock enduring hunger, Andf k 
alſo the ſhepheard muſt often .driv6+ them over | 
change- 
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changeable paſtures and grounds, whereas there 
is ſcant of feeding, and without thorns or. buſhes, 
uſing them after the authority of ,Yirgil, who 
faith by theſe Verſey following: |

more ſtrong. _ % 
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Tf at Ewe have then a little amb, it were 
berter- than if ſhe'did tarry till fwe, or longer, 
Sore therefore (without doubt do ſay ) it would 
profit more to cover them ſooner, to the end 
that after harveſt and gathering of fruit , the 
lambs feeding all Aurumn, ſhall make themſelves 
ſtrong, againſt winter doth come, and ſhall bet- 
ter indure the faſting in winter. 

For this ſame cauſe it 1s better tochnſe Antumn 
than the Spring,asCelſw reports by the proof here- 
of; for he ſaith, it is more meet for theſe cattel 
to be made ſtrong before Solſticine inthe midſt of 
the month of Jae, which is the longeſtday in ſum- 
mer, than before Solfticuen in winter, which is in 
the midſt of the--month of December. And a- 
mongſtall-catrel, theſe may moſt eaſily be bred in 
winter; ifthe country be not cold and wet. | 

If you have need ro have many male lambs 
Ariſtotle, a nian'6fpreat knowtedge'in his works of 
nature, commandeth to'-be obſerved , and -to 
ſpie out the mecteſt time to' coyple; and put the 

to- the Ews; as in a dry-time when the 


North wind bloweth. "Then (aith he) make the 


flock ro goand feed againſt the wind, and put the 
Rams onto chem; ajd chey ſhalfliave male lambs, 
If you would have yourEws to bring femalelambs, 


| Putt the Rams utito them when the wind bloweth 
' ont of the South: And for to haye mates likewiſe 


they do uſe to bind the left ſtone down with a tet- 

er band ; and tohave females, they bind down 
the right lone ofthe Ram. Thisis done likewiſe in 
great cattel. Alſo, when your -Ews have lamb- 
ed,and are ſtrong lambs, the Shepheacd that lead- 


th them to ſeck their paſture, it ſhall be =_ 
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that he leave behind all the young lambs... And 

thoſe that do ſuck are meeter -t0 be ſold. unto But- 

chers, than thoſe that haye eaten graſs, far they 

are more ſweet and delicate fleſh, and when they 

are weaned, there cometh. more profit by the 

milk, than when they go with their dams. Ir is al- 

ſo good and profitable ro nouriſh them by the lides 

of good Towns; for the cattel of the houſe are, 

more pyofitable than ſtrange cattel. Alſo 

if thy flock of ſhcep do fail at any time through Toalter 
age,or any other occaſion, thou muſt thenrenew flock. 
it in keeping the ſtock, and looking wellthere- . 

unto, for if thy ſtock once alter, thou art like 

to alter thy tillage. ; 

To hong hes » the office of a good Shep- Ow 
heard is to nouriſh as many head of cattel yearly 
as there are ſick, or dead; for you muſt under, 

&and, that the wintcr, by vehement and cold 
weather, killeth many ſhcep, the which ye did 
ſupoſe wonld have out-botn the ſaid winter , 
which in Autumn might have been takea. well, 

and therefore it is very dangerous, without, you 
furniſh your ſtock (from year to year) with the To nouriſh 
ſtrongelt, cattel , and thoſe: that ſhall calily bear ſheep. 
out the aftes winter : and he that will follow 

this, he ought to nouriſh no lamb under four 
years, nor aboye eight; far theſe two ages are 

not ſo good to neyriſh, nur thoſe which comeof 

old catxel, for they tollow the age of their parents, 
orelſeare always barren, wretched, and weak. 

The lambing of young Ews ought: for to be Lambing 
looked unto, as though they had Midwives, for tine. 
theſe Carrel do traycl. in lawbing, as well as 
the woman in childbearing : and oftentimes for {6 
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much as they are ignorant of the time, they do 


trayail more in the” deliverance of their Lambs :- 


Wherefore the Shepheards ovght to have gvod 
knowledge and experience of medicines for theſe 
cattel, and to help them that have need thereof, 


and to take out the Lamb wholly together out . 


of the matrix : for when he lieth croſs, he muſt 
not be taken out ; but if youſee ſhe cannot well 
be delivered, you mnſt help the Ewe, Md take 
and cut it in pieces, and ſo take it forth without 
hurting the birth of the Ewe : The which the 
Greeks do call an unperfet medicine. Then 
after, when the Lamb is taken forth alive, you 
ſhall raiſe her,and ſet her on her feet, and alſo the 
lamb; and then let him approach unto the teats of 
the Ewe, and open his mouth ; and preſs and make 
the milk come forth, that he may be accuſtom- 


ed thereunto, But before you do this, you ſhalt 


drawthe Ewe a little, which the Herd- men do call 
Rroaking: This is the groſs and thick milk, which is 
the firſt milk"after the lambing : , for if you do 
not draw a little thereof, it will ſomewhat an- 
noy the lamb. Then ler him ( if he be weak) 
be ſhut up the two firſt days with his dam after 
that he is lambed, to the end he may be kept 
warm, and to know the teat and his dam, un- 
till that he begin to leap and wax ſtrong- 
er, and to put him in ſome warm cloſe place , 
then after for to him with other lambs , 
becauſe in being alone he will wax lean by too 
much leaping and playing in his youth. Alſo, 
you muſt adviſedly put the young lambs by them- 
ſelves, and not with the ſtrongeſt, for fear in 
leaping and tumbliag to hurt them : and when 
3 | they 
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they are big, you may well ſuffer the lambs to 

go afield with their dams unnill night : And when 

they (hall wax ſtronger , then give them 

gras in their houſes, with the herb MelliJot, al. 

jo of fine hay or bran, it barley be good ch&p, 

jou may give your lambs of the meal, and of 
fitches: and when that they ſhall wax yet more. 
ſtrong , you may in the middle of the day remove 

them with their dams into other paſtures and 
grounds, and always fee that your lambs break 

not forth of your paſtures into other grounds, 

for then they will always be ſeeking for to have 

ireſh paſture. Alchovgh Ll have ſpoken of certain 
paitures, neverthelcſs yet | will here aya little 

that 1 have omitted , the which is ; The beſt Paſture 
and ' frankeft gras , is that which groweth ground. 
amongſt arable grounds and furrows, rather 

than meadows whicK are wet and moiſt, and the 

graſs in marſhes and moiſt Foreſts is not good 

for ſheep, nor ſo £ood paſture for the feeding of 

them ; and by long uſe and continuance theſe 

catcel will wax weary and noiſome thereof, it_ 
their keeper do not remedy it, in giving thoſe 
ſheep of ſalt with their meat, which ſhall ſave 
them, and make them to haye an apperire. 

In Summer it ſhall be good ro have them 
under ſhadowy places or trees in woods, to the 
end that by their reſting, they ſhall have have the 
better appetite, when they retnrn unto their pa- 
ſture = : and they may then drink, where- 
by to feed the better, and alſo to avoid their 
ſurfeits. In Winter ye muſt giye them hay and 
tares in their racks to nouriſh them withall. 
They do alfo feed chem with Elm-leaves , and 
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of Aſh-leayes, and ſuch like, which is gathered 
in ſeaſons convenient. And in Autuma to feed 
them with hay of the latter ſeaſon, for that is 
more tender and more pleaſant for them toeat 
than* other which is drier, or that which is firſt 
ripe. The graſs or herb called Milliot is ſpe- 
cial good for them at all times, and likewiſe 
ſor all other cattel. They uſe alſo to have 
Fitches for them, which is very good, and to 
give them of Barley ſtraw ſmally - beaten, and 
ſhort, which is in Winter very good for them, 
when they can have no other meat. Likewiſe 
peaſe-holm is good for them , if they be kept 
near towns or villages: and when the time 1s 
to drive them to paſture, or lead them to drink 
inthe hot Summer, as need requireth. I will 
not be of other opinion, but that which Yirgi/ 
hath written, which is this. 


In the morning tide lead forth thy Ews 

For to refreſh before the Sun doth riſe, 

The graſs being tender, and ſhining with dews, 
Soon after cometh drought, 15 the common guiſe. 
That after the Sun == four bours ugh, 
Then Buſhes do crack, and Plains do wax dry.

And ye muſt obſerve Aftrwn, which is the ſtar 

of heat in Summer, when the Canicular days do 

begin ; to the end that before the midſt of the 

day, ſhepheards oughr to condytt and drive thcir 
; ſheep towards the weſt , and after the mid-day 
is paſt, rowards the Eaſt, for it is a thing of 
great importance, to have the head of the ſhee 
to feed againſt the Sun, which often annoys thol. 
cattel, when the rays of the Sun begin to ſhew 
| ontheground. Andalſo in Winter and Spring 
time, you ought for to keep them cloſe, till the _ 
day have taken the gelly or netty rime from the Rimes or 
earth'; for in the time the gelly is on the graſs, 8: 
it doth- ingender ( as ſome ſay ) the ſcab, 
and a foam at their mouths, and diſtillations from 
the brain, with heavineſs of the head, and a looſ- 
nets of the belly. Wherefore in cold and moiſt 
times

times, ye need not- obſerve it but once a day. 

Moreoyer, the ſhepherd which doth keep them, 
ought to be wiſe in governing them with gentle. 
neſs, as it is commended to all keepers of cattel 
whatſoever they be, . which ought to ſhew them- 
ſelves conduttors and pguiders of cattel, and not 
as maſters: and to make them go or to cal) them, 
they ought either to cry or to whiſtle,and after to 
ſhew them the ſheep-hook, but ro throw nothing 
at them, for that doth fear them : nor yerto ſtray 
far off from them, nor to ſit, or lie down. If he 
do not go,he ought to ſtand,and ro fit very ſeldom. 

Forthe office of a ſhepherd 1s as a high watch- 
man for his cattel, co the end that the flow ſheep 
do nor ſlip from the other. And on the plains 
and meadows, w hen they make no haſte, then he 
may ſtay : But in hard and empty paſture, the 


light and young ſheep will out-gothe other,” and - 


th2refore he ought to have an eye always amongſt 
bis 195 or if any complain by any other means, 
to ſee thefn incontinent remedied; and he muſt 


ſee alſo in their paſturing, that they range not 
roo faſt over the grounds, for the light and young - 


ſacep do” out gothe other, and ſtray abroad in 
corners , whereby they be indanger the more to 
be conveyed away, or loſt by ſome other means, 
or by killing with dogs or ſuch like ; theſerules 
are common withall cattel. He- therefore that 
will ſeemto thrive by them , he muſt ſee to them 
warily and wiſely from time to time. 

' Ye muſt not _— them of a ſtrange kind with 
othersof your flock, for thoſe being ofa ſtrange 
kind they will alwaysTtand gazing t, and will 
rather ſeek toflic than. feedzor elle look on others. 
T%-retore look unto themyfor ir is a ſign they like 

not 
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not the paſture or lay, whereas they do graze, 
but will ſeek a new. Therefore the ſhepherd muſt 
have a great care, and uſe diligence unto them 
more than the other,” For all beaſts of wool are 
more delicate and dainty than others, therefore 
they ought to have the leſs negligence with their 
keeper, or maſter : for they are of leſs coveting 
than other cattel, and yct they cannot abide the 


_ heat in Summer, -nor the cold in Winter. Theſe 


cattel are ſeldom nouriſhed abroad without great 
danger,but in houfes and cloſed paſtures, and are 
gluttons and greedy,that if his meat by ſome oc- 


caſion be taken away of others, thereby ſometime Meat for 
he will be ſick. Therefore ye ought to give to e. B<eP- 


very fheep which ſhall be ſuſhicient of mcat in their 
racks for them in winter, and to give them in their 
troughs of barley & beans ground together, and 
alſo dryed peaſe or acorns ground, and given 
with bran and dry Elm leaves, or other,as afore- 
ſaid : or of the three leaved graſs green or dry,or 
of the herb Mellilot, or the hay of the latter iea- 
ſon and ſuch like. Alſo there is but ſmall profit 
in ſelling the lambs being young, and leſs profit in 
their milk ; and they do kill thoſe which they can- 
not well nouriſh, within a while after they be 
lambed; and thoſe Ews which have loſt their 
lambs, they make them to give others ſuck , for 
they makea lamb ſuck two Ews, and yet cannot 
draw from her milk, becauſe her own lamb hath 
drawn more often, and with more ſtrengtb-than 
that lamb that ſhe hath; yea and nature in her 
ſheweth more love : but to the other, ſhe is but as a 
nurſe'to a child, and leſs given to nouriſh it 
than -her own. Wherefore you muſt obſerve 
and ſec to them all the time being youny, and10 
be 


waſh 
ſheep : In 
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be ſauckled of their dams-and other Ews alſo. In 
this kind of cattel it were better to nouriſh , 
and wean more of males than females. And al- 
though by cutting and gelding of them by unskil- 
tul perſons, many do periſh and die thereon, for 
the females commonly are of a more rudder wool 
C as ſome do fay. ) And again before the male 
lambs be ready to cover the Ews, they are geld- 
ed, and when they are paſt two years they are 
killed , and their $skins are dearer fold: than 
any other, for the beauty of their wool. ln Greece 
they uſe ro paſture their ſheep where there are 
no buſhes or briers, for fear ( as I have faid ) 
that their wool ſhould be ſo torn off their bodies: 
In plain fields a man need not be ſo careful. But 
here, me thinks, ifI ſhould ſee my ſheep come 
with torn fleeces, I may ask my ſhepherd where 
they have been, in ſuppoſing their ill goyernment 
amonegſt buſhes and thoras: therefore he muſt be 
careful when they be inthe field, for all the day 
ſome go not with them. And again, in the houſe 
he ought to have a greater care in cleankng 
of them, or any other occaſion nor to be foreſlow- 
ed, in oft opening their wool, whereas any place 
far it. Some do walh the place with oyl fome- 
times they waſh them all, if the day or time be 
ſeems looſe by ſcratches or other ways,and then to 
not too hot or cold : and they do ule it ſo in ſome 
countries,three times a year : and doofren make 
clean their houſes,and take away all the moiſture 
of the urine,which is calie to be done, in piercing 
the boards or planks with an auger, or:cleanſing 
the pavements whereas they lye. And not oply 
to have a care of their dung, but alſo to 6

Noigti noint him with this medicine : that is to lay, 

or greafing the juyce of Tares, or pulſe luke warm, or of 
the Lees of old wine, and Lees of Oliyes, of 
each in like portion well mixed together, and 
therewithall to rub the ſborn ſheep, and within 
three or four daies it will be conſutned. Then' if ye 
be ' nigh the borders of the Sea or ſalt water, 
plunge them therein : if not,” then waſh them 
with rain water-, kept long and uncoyered, 
and with ſalt mixed together , and a little 
boyled. And this ſhall keep them well all 
that year from ſcratching or icabbineſs, as Cel- 
ſs: reporteh, and without doubt the wool ſhall 
be more gentle and long, 


The Remedies and Medicines for Sheep and 
other Cattel, 

Oraſmuch as 1 have carefully written of the 

diligence which they ought. to have for the 
preſerving and keeping their beaſts in health : 
Now 1 will declare how to help them with. me- 
dicines, which are grieved with any infirmity | 
or diſeaſe, Howbeit although 1 have ſpoken 
already of the moſt part of them, I will yet here 
repeat a few medicines for great cattel. For as 
the body of the great cattel is, fo is the body 
of the leſſer cattel, almoſt of like nature. Even 
ſo rhere is a ſiuall difference betwixt mo me- 
m" cies 
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diences& betwixt their diſeaſes:nevertheleſs what Medicines. 


ſoever they are, Lwillnot here let paſs or omir. 
If it do chance that all your cattel be fick,. you 
ſhall do as I have before commended of great cat- 
tel ( which Ido'think.to be a thing. neceſſary, ) 
even ſo here, I commend again. for a;ſfingulac 
remedy to change yourpaſtures ,. and your wa- 
tcring places, and to drive your cattel into 0- 


ther paſtures far off. If that peſtilence or mur- Sickneſs 
ren do. come by great heats', ye-muſt have 9 Peſti- 
them ,unto covert :;:ſhades , and : cold places. lence. 


It - it come of cold , you mult' have them in- 
to open places againft; the Sun. And.you muſt 
lead them by little andiittle and not too baſtily; 
to the end by their ſoft ,going they be not griev- 
ed, nor yet too: flawly:,. but gently in a mean 
Pace : for eyen as they muſt not be torment- 
ed by too much haſt, which are alreally weary, 
and-annoyed with this difeaſe : even fo.its profi- 
table to go meanly, neither too faſt,nor yet too 
ſlow, having ſtill exerciſe, and not to let them 
reſt orlie. And when you. have brought them 
unto 'the. appointed place, you muſt rhen part 
them into many troops or bands, and ſolet them 
cyer be looked unto : and being ſo parted they 
are then in more ſafety, than eyer they were be. 
fore when they were: together, becauſe that the 
ſtrength and the infection, of the contagious and 
peſtilent air, is-not ſo great in a ſmall troop ofcat- 
tel;as ina great. Andalſo it.is more eaſieto heal a 
ſmall-number than a great: therefore-you muſt do 
this which | have commanded, to the end that ye 
do not repent the more, when as they fall all ſick 
together:or if ther beany one whic't hathit,thendo 

as 
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as aforeſaid. - Alſo ſheep are more tormented 
with the ſcab, than all other cattel, which com- 
monly cometh, as the Poet #9 ſaith, 


When ſheep are greatly.beatet with ram, 
Then froſt and cold mcreaſe their pain, 
Whereby the Scab will then creaſe, | 
Which you may kill with T ar andfreſbyreaſe. 
Or when they begin to have the lcch, - ye thall 
anoint them with gooſe greaſe and Tar mixt to- 
ether, with the tender crops of broom'in 
mp and boyl them with gooſe greaſe, a 
ut to your Tar in like portion. Then make 
wn two ſheds on both ſides his back-bone, from 
his head to the tail, and anoint with the afore- 
ſaid greaſe, and you ſhall need no more anointing 
if they be uſed well after, and kept from ſcrat- 
ches. Alſo after you have ſhorn them if ye do 
not remedy them with the remedy. and medicine 
aforeſaid, : which is, to waſh them with ſea'or alt 
water,or ina falt river,6& then ſhear & rub them 
as aforeſaid, which is'pood againſt the ſcratches 
with briars & thorns, that will otherwiſe grow to 
ſcabs : Or if thou putteſt them in a e where 
horſes have been, or lacking of meat, whereby 
they become lean,which leanneſs doth cauſe them 
to havethe Itch, and ſcab. The which as ſoon as it 
hath taken them, they never ceaſe to ſcratch, 
bite, or rub the itching place, either with mouth, 
feet, or horns : or to rub againſt a tree or other 
thing, which lice may cauſe-atſo.

Not that you may or can uſe all, becauſe that 
cvery countrey cannot have all, but ſuch as you 
may have, ſhall ſuſkce. 


Firſt, the compalition that I have before ex- medicine 
preſſed, fhall ſerve very ell for the moſt part. for (the 


Alto if you take the lecs of Wine and of Olives, 
the juice of rarcs and pulſe ſod, and mixt with as 
much white Elebor beaten, which 1s neeſing pow- 
der. Aiſo the green juice of hemlock to 
noiat (is good for to kill the Itch) if it be not 
in ſeed. Some do take it in the Spring, do beat 
it, and then ſtrain it into a pot of earth. And 
uato eighteen quarts of the faid juice, they do 
put in half a buſhel of ſalt, and then do cover 
the pot cloſe, and ſer it in ſome duaghil a whole 
year, there to be ſeaſoned; And when it is drawn 


out, they-do take thereof, and warm it, aud, 


therewith do rub the ſcabby ſheep, or any place of 
the sKin fo troubled : bur they do. rub the place he- 
fore with ſome rough thing or rugged ſtone, for 
to make it bleed. Alſothe lees of Olives is good, 
if it be boiled -until the half be conſumed, and 
then to anoint therewith. Likewiſe doth the 
piſs of men, wherein is quenched hot burning tile- 
ſtones : Some do boil it on the fire, until rhe firſt 
part be conſumed, mixing it with ſo much of the 
juice of green Henbane, with two pound gf the 
n— of tiles or Cianamon, alſo of Tar and 
ten Salt, and fo mingleg together. Likewiſe

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it ſhall be good to uſe brimſtone beaten fine, 
with as much Tar, . ſtirring it all rogether over a 
ſmall fire : and becauſe Tar is very coſtly for poor 
men, . they do make a ſalve of broom, which is: 
you ſhall take a great quantity of the crops of 
broom, with the IJcaves and bloſſomes, let them 
be chopped ſmall, and then fod in eighteen gal- 
lons of running water, till it do wax thick like a 
geily, thentake a poun4 of molten ſheeps ſuet, 
with a pottle of old ſtale, and ſo much of urine: 
put all into the pan with the broom, and ſtir it 
well together, then ſtrain it, and keep it in what 
veſſel you will, and ſo when ye clip your ſheep, 
make it lnke-warm, and with ſome ſoft thing walh 
your ſheep therewith : yct all times you may 
uſe this in ſhedding the wool, and anoint therg- 
with warm, which will both heal the ſcab, 
and kill ticks, and ſhall not be horrful to the 
wool : and thoſe which have have ſuffictent meat 
will not lightly ſcab after. Others do take Ele- 
campane roots and ſtamp them, and boyl them in 
— water, and waſh therewith. Some do 
take oy] Olive and the powder of Brimſtone, and 
ſo anoint therewith. But againſt maggots the 
powder of Brimſtone and Tar mixed together 
over a ſoft fire. To anoint alſo for hurrs there 
is no medicine.

This kind of Scab cometh 
by the negligence of the Shepheards, when as they 


ſuffer them to feed on graſs covered with dew; 


which is evil, and ought not to be permitted or 
ſuffered ; when this chanceth , ye ſhall deſtroy 
this ſcab which is on the -mouſel and lips, like 
as the flying fire which was afore-nameds.. To 
remedy this, take Salt and Hyſſop in like quanti- 
ty bearen together, and therewithall to fret and 
chafe the palate of the mouth, the tongue, and all 
over the mouſel;, or with Self.heal, or Cinque- 
foyl : and waſh the Scab with Vinegar, after- 
wards anoint it with Tar and Hogs-greaſe mix. 
cd together. Some mix a third part of. Verdi- 
greaſe, and two parts of old greaſe, and keep it 
cool ;' they ule this. medicine following. Some 
ſtamp the leaves of Cypreſs in water, and there- 
with dowaſh the palate of the mouth, and the 
ſores.

There comes a ſcabbineſs 
allo among Lambs, being half a year old, as 
roward winter, or the next fall of the leaf: you 
ſhall in ſome places have all your lambs ſcabby, or 
the moſt part thereof, which cauſe is, as ſhep- 
herds do ſay, when the Rams be ſcabby that get 
them, all rhoſe lambs will be ſcabby at the next 
fall. They do heal it by greafing them with Tar 
mixt with two parts of freſh greaſe, or neats foot 
oyl, or gooſe greaſe, if you can have it, for that 
is beſt. There is alſo another ſcabbineſs which 
chanceth ſometimes on the moulels of ſheep 
and young teggs, and that comes ( as ſhepherds 
do ſay ) where there is great plenty of futrs 
and gorſe, that by the eating of the tops and 
tiowers thereof, they prick their lips and moy- 
ſel, whereby come theſe forts of ſcabs, the 
which they heal by anointing them with freſh but- 
ter.

Sheep wiil 
have a ſcab, which ſhepherds call the Pox, and it 
will ſhew on the skin Hike red pimples or purples, 
and they will be broad like ſpots, as broad as far. 
things, and there dieth many ſheep thereof for 
lack of looking to bcrimes. Therefore handle 
often all your ſheep, and look all over their bo- 
dies, and ſee if you find any ſheep taken there- 
with, ye ſhall by and by take him from his fel- 
lows, and pyt him into ſomefreſh . And 
then ſee anhjook ally to the reſt of the flock; and

Therefore 
in thar ſame time, good ſhepherds ought to give 
great attendance in thoſe places where great ilocks 
are, forto watch inthe nights as well as days; 
By chance three or four Ews labour to yean at 
one time ; wherefore then the ſhepherd muſt have 
help, or elſe they are like to have loſs of Lambs.

ew ſheep will have a long worm in their guts, 
and alſo Lambs of a quarter old,which breeds 
of ſome raw humor : the ligns are, he will forſake 
his meat, and fit moſt commonly bowing his head 
to his belly , and he will often groan, his bely 
will ſwell, and ſhortly he will die thereof , if be 
be not holpen. The remedy: Take a quantity 
ofthe juice of horehound, with ſome leek-blades , 
all bruiſed and ſo given : or give him tie powder 
of wormſeed in ſome malmicy, alſo, the pows- 
der of ſavinlinely beaten and given in wine or Ale. 

Shcep ſometimes will be lowhe, and have lice 
like hoglice, which breed ſometimes by much 
wet, ſometimes by hunger and poverty -, and 
ſometimes, they may have lice in ly:ing among 
hogs, and then ye ſhall ſee them rubbing and 
ſcratching with their horas, and ſo will tear their 
wool in many places. The remedy : Take quick- 
ſilver killed 1g oyl-olive or ſpittle, and therewith 
anoing your ſheep:or the powder of white eleboxe 
and mix wt with faller-ayl, .an | therewith anoint: 
or boyl it, in vinegar.,;,aud waſh the iheop;chere-

$rop in There is ſometimes on the end of the Ews teat; 
the reati. a certain ſmall mote or ſcab with a black head, 


hanging unto it a hard matrtery ltring, like flegm, 
£& Whichis within the teat, -and it will ſtop her milk, 
| thar of ſome Ewes the Lamb can draw nomilk, 
Wherefore the ſhepherd muſt ſee to all ſuch things 
in Lambing time, or elſe ſome Lambs are like to 
ſtarve. 
Some ſay that a horned Ram is ill to get Lamby, 
for the Ewsare at Lambing time in more 
of deliverance, becauſe the Lambs have long ſtub- 
bed horns before they are Lambed : whereby in 
the Lambing time they put the Ewe in more dat- 
ger : therefore the nat Ram is the better. 


Some ſheep will have a water bladder under 
bladder io their chin, which you may feel to be ſoft, and mil 


breed in moiſt times of winter by feeding in moilt 
places : Shepherds have no other common reie- 
dy but to lance ita little, and then to Tar it. 

There be ſome Lambs their pefif is cloven.[ ca 
learn no remedy, but keep it clean till it be big, 
and anoint it with Tar, and then to kill hum : 
for he will die at the length. 

How to know the age of ſheep : ſhe being of 
one ſhear,ſhe will have two broad teeth afore: at 
the ſecond ſhear, ſhe will have four broad teeth 
afore : at the third ſhear, ſhe will have ſu broad 


teeth afore: and at the fourth ſhear, ſhe will 
have eight broad tecth afore ; and thus ye rey 
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know the age of all ſheep by their teeth. 
Sheep are called Oves in Latin, which word 
comes of ſacrificing in the old time: the ſheep 
1s a bealt good and profitable for many commo- 
dities for the ule of man, as commonly is known 
among all men in this Country and others. It 
the Rams be pur unto the Ews 'when the wind 
is in the North, the Ews will bring Mile ;, and 
if the wind be in the South, if the Ews be then 
covered, they will be female Lambs. Alſo fuch 
a colour asthe vein under the Rams tongue, of 
ſuch colour ſhall the Lamb be when he is Lambed: 
and when old ſheep are moved to generation in in- 


- ordinate times, Shepherds ſay it is a good ſign : 


and if young ſheep be ſo moved ( ſay they) ir 
is atoken of ſome general peſtilence among them 
that year following. 

Allo Ariſtole ſaith, ſheep do commonly con. 
ccive indrinking ſalt water, and therefore ſome 
Shepherds do give them ſalt, and do force 
them to take it z which do caule them to 
canceive-the rather, and falt will keepthem long- 
er\ſafe and found without ſicknefs. They do 
alſo give them in harveſt, Crcurbitas, and ſuch 
herbs with falr, which will increaſe mach milk 
in their udders, If your iheep be made to faſt 
three daics, and then give them meat, they will 
ſoon after wax fat: in Summer , cold water 
coming out of the North ſprings, is good for 
them to drink : and in Harveſt warm water com- 
ing out of the South ſhall be good for them,& then 
toeat the in the Jatter part of the Cay or night, 


' 1s allo goud for ſheep, And thoſe ſheep which 
are driven and travel far , do Toon wax lean, 


and 
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and Shepherds will perceive thoſe that will bef 
endure out the next winter following : for ſome 
ſheep are ſo feeble, that they are not able to ſhake 
off the ice from their backs, and ſome will (af. 
fer none thereon, but ſtill ſhake it off. The 
ſheep which be nouriſhed in watery places, their 
fleſh is not ſo wholeſome as others nouriſhedia 
dry grounds, and thoſe four-footed beaſts noy- 
riſhed in moiſt grounds , with long tails, may 
worle away with Winter than thoſe with broad 
tails. 

Alſo ſheep - with ſmall and thin ſhort wool 
on their tails, may worſe away with Winter; 
Shepherds ſay, the wooll of a ſheep that is wor- 
ried with the Wolfe, or eats thereof, is infeted, 
aid the cloth made of that wooll is lowſte. 

Sheep are alſo of leſs ſtoutneſs of nature and 
wit than other four-footed beaſts. The thunder 
feareth ſheep greatly, eſpecially if one be alone. 
If thunder happen in the evening or night, it 1s 
dangerous to make Ews to caſt their Lambs, « 
if any bealone. Therefore it fia# bea good reme- 
dy to bring them into one flock. Acorns are 
ll for ſheep, and make Ews to caſt their Lambs, 

Some Shepherds ſay, to ſheer ſheep not before 
Miſdſummer, is gcod to make them have a long 
ſtaple, for in hot weather the wooll of ſheeps 
backs doth grow moſt. 

In folding of ſheep , tothe opinion of ſome, 
husbands hold, that the piſs of ſheep doth heat, 
help, and comfort the land as much, or rathet 
more,than doth their dung:therefore ſome do will 
their ſervants or ſhepherds to raiſe all the ſheep 


1a the fold before they let them forth in woY 
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once every night, and to go about the ſides of 
the fold with-a dog, for commonly when as ſhee 
do ſee any dog come nigh them, they will dung and 
piſs; and when they have ſo done, then let chem 
our of the fold : and this order is very good for 
your land. 

Againſt the rot : If you fear your ſheep, in 
wettimes ye ſhall put them. ifto an houle three 
days and three nights without meat or drink: 
then give to every hundred a'buſhel of brat mixr 
with as much fakt laid in tronghs , and hunger 
will make them to eat'ir: then drive themto rhe 
water, and let them drink their fill: then Jet 
them be chafed with a cur a good ſpace afrer,and 
then put then into what ground ye will for one 
quarter, and they ſhall takeno hurt - rhen muſt 
you take them up the next quarter to ſeryethem 
10 again. , 

hus muſt you vſe them fonr times in a yearin 
doubtful times, if ye will ſave your ſheep from 
the rot. 

' Some Shepherds uſe when they fear the rot to 
take them up and give each ſheep he ſuſpefterh, 
a little milk mixt with ſalr, and fo ſet water by 
them, and keep them ſo for certain days, the 
which is thought a good way to preſervetiem, it 
they be raken 1n time. | 

Some Shepherds give their ſhcep the juice of 
Elder mixt with honicd water; or milk given 
warm a little, which will purge water forth of 
their bodies: or three drams 0! :1e juice of Spurge 
In, a pint of honied water, to- give a quantiry, 
thereof. Alſo plain ſod in water mixt with ſome, 
Milk” add given, purgeth water betwixt the ſm 
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and the skin. Thus much concerning the rot 
and water in ſheep, Alſo if ſheep be chab 
ed or driven a journey , if then they will drigk

Cutting or gelding of Lambs. 
TR cutting or geldirig of young Lambs 
( as ſome ſhepherds ſay )' is beſt in the wane 

of the Moon. , the ſign and- hour bcirig-good ; 
young Lambs from three daysold till nine days 
old; for then they are young and tender, and 
may eaſily be gelded. Yer ſome other do hold, 
it is better cutting of Lambs when they are more 
ſtrong as at three weeks old or more. But then is 

Ky more danger in cutting them : for if they be then 
rank of blood (as ſome will be more than other 

ſome ) then the blood often will fall into the cod; 
reins and belly, and there it will lie,and cauſe the 
Lambs ſoon after they arecut todie. Therefore 
put the fine powder of rozen into the cod, and 
that will dry up the quarie blood... | 

Therefore ſome do chuſe out of thoſe Lambs 
that be luſty and fair, and cut their ears, or ler 
them blood the day before.

And 
alſo when ye do buy it is better to buy 
together out of one company or herd, than ro 
chnſe in divers or companys,to the end thar 
when ye would lead them to their paſture, they 
do not ſeparate themſelves into divers parts,an 
alſo it will be the better for them to. agree in 
their houſes.

ren. Alſo their keeper ought to be rough unto them, 
in giving them ſharp words z and co bediligent , 
patient, not angry» and yet bold, for to-gowitch 
them through vallies, og rocks and deſerts places, 
through j/brubs, and ſuch like, and yet nog 
always to follow his herd, as-the keepers of other 
cattel ; But he ought to be always before his cat- 
tel, and to be more careful of them than any 
other cattel. For theſe in feeding, and brouſing, 
or paſturing, do always obey the Backs, in de- 
ſcending and giving them place, and therefore 
they muſt needs be looked unto : when. ſome 
do fit, look that the other run not here and 
there ; but ſee that they do reſt 
and gently all at their own eaſe, to the end that 
the Ews having the greateſt teats and udders, Jo 
Oy wax lean, or otherwiſe become eyil 
or ſick. | 
The Goats are nouriſhed almoſt of nothing 
chargeable.
